Mofes, ic feems, look’d upon Balaam 
as an Adverfary of Figure, and judg’d 
his Deftiny worth tranfmitting to Pofte- 
tity; tho’ he has taken no Notice of 
Fambres and Fannes, Egyptian Sorcerers 
at that Time, whofe Names however 
have been preferved by other Hiftorians. 

The Conclufion of Balaam’s laft Pro- 
phecy is remarkable, and would incline 
one to believe that he was fometimes in- 
fluenc’d by the divine Spirit, fince he 
feems to have foretold the Expedition 
of Alexander the Great into the Eaf, 
and the Overthrow of the Empire found- 
ed by the Afjyrians and Perfians.

HIS Woman was 62 Years of Age, 
and had been ufed to wath and 
rub herfelf every Day with Spirit of 
Camphire, ph pte Colds and Coughs, 
On the 14th.of March 1731, inthe Even- 
ing, fhe went up to her Room withe 
out any unufual Symprom, only that 
fhe feem’d fomewhat melancholy. In 
the Morning the was found near her Bed 
burnt to Afhes, all but her Shin-bones 
and Feet, and three Fingers of one 
Hand: The Afhes were clammy, and 
ftunk intolerable. The Walls of the 
Room, the Bed and other Furniture, 
were covered with a fine but moift Duit, 
which had penetrated into the Chamber 
above it. The Cieling was almoft co- 
ver’d with a Sort of Moifture of a dark 
cllow Colour, which gave a very offen- 
ive Smell. Thofe Parts of the Body 
that remain’d were of a blackifh Hue; 
nothing ¢lfe in the Room was confum'd ; 
only the Tallow of two Candles quite 
melted, but the Wick not burnt: 
blackifh Hue of the Remains of the 
Body, the Confumption of the other 
Parts, and their Reduétion to Afhes,

“HE prefent dlexandria is the fecond 
Town that has been rais’d out of the 
Ruins of the ancient Cy. 
firft was taken by the Arabs, thofe People 
who were eoctdidencl to live ia Tents, 
had no Taite for Towns, they defpis’d 
tlrem, and look’d upon Palaces as fo many 
Prifons. ‘They deftroyed thofe fine noble 
Structures for Mater! s to build Cottages, 
which had fcarce the Appearances of any 
thing mere than miferable 
ferved the Columns, and other Pieces of 
Architedture for their Mofques. The ai- 
tient Alexandria was almott fill’d with its 
own Ruins. The Extent of its Walls con- 
tained. more of Spoils and Rubbifh than 
habitable Houfes. The Mabometan Prin-

The antient Buildings having been partly 
deftroyed by Time, and partly by Wars, 
the Inhabitants became weary of living 
among the defolate Houfes, and therefore 
fought out fome more agreeable Refidence, 
by which means they mov’d their Quar- 
ters towards the new Bridge, on the Bor- 
der of the Sea, till by little and little they 


D founded a third Alexandria, and entirely 


abandoned the fecond, in which they pre- 
ferv’d fearce any thing but Mofques, be- 
caufe of their Beaury. But this new 
Town is as inferior to the fecond Aléx- 
andria, as the fecond was to the antient 
and real Alexandria. 

There is yet to be feen Pieces of Archi- 
teCture worthy the Admiration of al] Can- 
noiffeurs.
